Campaign Against 
Grasshopper Pest 
In Saskatchewan 

Deep Fall Ploughing Of Stubble Land 
Is Only Measure Wmich Can Avert 
More Serious Outbreak Over Wider 
Area Next Year 

The first serious outbreak of grass¬ 
hoppers or locusts in Saskatchewan 
occurred this year. F. II. Auld, De¬ 
puty Minister of Agriculture for Sask¬ 
atchewan, is anxious that the farmers 
whise crops were infested this year, 
as well as farmers in adjilning dis¬ 
tricts, and in any part of the province 
where grasshoppers have been noticed 
in unusual nambers, should realize 
the importance of ploughing deeply 
their stubble land, if a much more 
serious outbreak of grasshoppers over 
a much wider area of the province, is 
to be averted next year. 

“There are billions of eggs deposit¬ 
ed by the female grassnoppers in stub 
ble fields many miles away from where 
these grasshoppers were destriying 
the crop this year,” said Mr. Auld, 
“and unless next spring is usually un 
favorable to the developement of 
yiung grasshoppers, there is nothing 
to prevent these eggs from hatching 
out a destructive plague of grass 
hoppers next year, except deep 
ploughing of all stubble land this fall. 
All stubble land should be carefully 
ploughed at least six innches deep." 

Importance Of Fall Ploughing 

The ploughing of the stubble land 
should be so deep as to prevent very 
few if the young grasshoppers ever 
This will remove a very serious me¬ 
nace to next year's crop. Deep plough¬ 
ing the stubble land will not prevent 
the grasshoppers doing considerable 
damage to the crop, if the season is 
favorable, unless a vigilant watch is 
kept, and unless grasshoppers hatch- 
I ing aling the roads and in the grass 
fields in any numbers are poisoned 


Letters To The Editor 

Sir: 

I beg to advise you that there 
appears to be an impression amongst 
some sportsmen that there is no limit 
on grouse, commonly called prairie 
chicken and partridge. 

You are at liberty to advise your 
readers that Section 5 of the Game 
Act provides for a bag limit of ten 
grouse per day, 100 for the season, 
^f they kill two partridge (ruffed 
gt-ouse) they will be only allowed to 
kill eight prairie chicken the same 
day. The sale, purchase or the serv¬ 
ing of such birds at meals for which 
a charge is made is also prohibited.

Short Hog Production 
Is Dangerous Policy 

H. S. Arkell, Live Stock Commis¬ 
sioner, who has recently returned from 
a trip to Europe where he has re¬ 
viewed the live stock market situa 
tion, has expressed his views, regard¬ 
ing Canada’s position, in the October 
number of the Agricultural Gaztete. 
He states that the London agents of 
our Candian packers reviewed in dis- 
disappointment the orders for Cana 
dian goods, bacon, eggs, etc.,for which 
they could obtain blit a tenth of the 
product they required- The unwar¬ 
ranted high price of hogs in Canada 
during the* past month is but a reflec 
tion on the reputation of Canadian 
bacon, as compared with American, 
and demonstrates the effort of our 
packres to maintain their connection 
with old established 'clients in the 
face of short supplies. Since Den 
mark, within a year, will again be a 
factor in the bacon market our only 
security for the future is full pro¬ 
duction and such a substantial ex¬ 
port supply as must command re¬ 
cognition by its volume and quality. 

Short hog production is unquestion 
ably the most dangerous policy Can? 
ada can adopt. This is true of eggs 
as well as bacon.

Fire Prevention 

Day October 9 

By Royal Proclamation, His Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor General of Can¬ 
ada has been graciously pleased to 
appoint Thursday, October 9th, 1919, 
as Fire Protection Day. The object 
of this day thus set apart for observ 
ance, is to reduce the tremendous fire 
that which is directly due to care¬ 
lessness and avoidable causes. 

In 1918, Canada's fire loss amounted 
to $33,800,000. This was $92,600 a 
day, $7,717 per hour, or $192 ped 
minute. 

If we add to the value of property 
destroyed, the cost of maintaining fire 
departments and expenses of fire in¬ 
surance companies in Canada, the 
total economic waste by fire exceeds 
$250 per minute- 

In European countries the average 
annual loss by fire is about 33 cents 
per head of the population, In 1918, 
Canada's fire loss was over $4 per 
head of the population. Together 
with the expenditure on protection 
fires cost every family of five per¬ 
sons more than $40 in 1918. 

Canada is made this much poorer 
by fire- Burned buildings and goods 
es are notdo not replace themselves. 
Fire losses are not paid by the insur 
ance companies. The companies 
merely collect premiums from every¬ 
body in Canada and pay a portion of 
the amount collected to the person 
who suffers by fire. 

Fire taxes every one and none can 
which represents the cost of fire 
waste, is added by manufacturers and 
merchants to th e price of their goods. 
Fire increases the cost of everything, 
food, clothes, furniture, rents and all 
the necessities of life. 

Saddest of all, fires in Canada de¬ 
stroy many lives. In 1916 there were 
563 persons burned to death, 235 in 
1917 and 261 in 1918.

No sooner has the world emerged 
from the most ghastly* war ever 
known, than we find mankind involv¬ 
ed in another deadly conflict- 

The war now raging is waged with 
one of the fiercest weapons, an in- 
of its look by the range of its subtle 
and lasting influence—the pen- 

In every country today, oceans of 
ink and acres of paper are being used 
in spreading accusatons and incrim¬ 
inations, attack and defence, over the 
incidents of the late conflict. 

Valient generals retire to safe and 
secluded spots, flooding the world 
with their views on the campaign, 
defending themselves against enemies 
and critics, while refighting their bat 
ties for the edification of perplexed 
public. 

Distinguished admirals following the 
same example, publish their views in 
violent support of their own theories 
of naval warfare. 

Statesmen no less energetic implore 
the multitude to gaze upon the fol¬ 
lies and blunders of their opponents, 
and to remember that in overturning 
litem, they alone we/e the saviours 
of tjie nation. 

Diplomatists join tne crowd, slash¬ 
ing ink right and left, in the effort 
to prove that the old secret diplom 
acy, in the style of the congress of 
Vienna wa^ far superior to the mod¬ 
ern tendency of shouting truth from 
the house top, and that if this diplom¬ 
acy had been followed, war would 
have been prevented. 

The lamb in fact, according to them, 
would have lain down with the lion!. 

And so they all flounder round in 
a dismal chain of intrigue and sus 
pinion, and the rest; of the entire 
fabdic of socety has become tanted 
blacks to Kings and Presidents. 

The grim irony of this complex sit 
uation will be found in the undisput 
ed fact, that in every capital if Eu¬ 
rope, today, the chiefs of the gegneral 
staffs are busy detailing the precise 
plans and the exact strategy for the 
war of tomorrow, based on the expe 
rience gained from the massacres of 
yesterday. 

The spectacle is depressing, and in 
addition, the cildhard suspicion faces 
every one of us, nations no less than 
individuals, that we are merely 
“bracing up” through a truce, for the 
still more terrific struggle of the fu¬ 
ture. 

And in the midst of ita.ll. we see 
pood Andrew Carnegie pass away 
leaving his supburb Palace of Peace 
at the Hague, a mere labyrinth of 
cobwebs, the tomb of a ruined hope. 

The League of Nations, it may be 
asked, is there ni gleam of sunshine 
to be gathered from that collection of 
amiable enthusiasts?—The reply of a 
cynical world is, that the League re¬ 
presents merely "A scrap of paper” 
and that the energgies of its gentle 
authors may be linked with the 
dreams of the Millenium. 

If we accept this view of the cynic, 
and reject the possibility if success 
for the League, in other words, that 
horrible than the last, because of pro¬ 
gress in the art of destruction, then 
we may as well resign ourselves fro 
fate. Why worry ? 

When the nations are ready, and 
meet again in conflict, perhaps the 
only remaining consolation will lie in 
the reflflection that probably it is the 
last war, the expiring struggle of a 
weary world, in which destruction 
having becime universal, there re¬ 
mains only the promise of peace, im 
universal death!

\A7HEN, on the morning of November 11th, 1918, the guns were hushed and 
glad tidings flashed across the world, there followed with the Nation’s 
Prayer of Thanksgiving, one yearning query, which found echo in the faster beat¬ 
ing hearts ^of wives, mothers, fathers, brothers, sisters and sweethearts. That 
query was, “How soon will our boy be home?” And, from France and Flanders, 
from Italy and Egypt, from Palestine and from far-off Siberia, there came an 
answering echo, ‘ How soon, how soon, may we go home?” 

PANADA caught the spirit of these longings, and at once resolved to satisfy 
w them. It was an appalling task. • Shipping was tragically scarce. The com¬ 
position of the Army of Occupation had not then been settled. And other parts of 
the Empire as well as Canada were looking for the speedy return of their men. 

CpHE problem was this. The half-million men that Canada had overseas had 
A taken more than four years to transport to the field of battle. To bring 
them home in a few months was a gigantic undertaking—one to tax all Canada’s 
ingenuity and resources. Canada solved the problem, but it meant crowding into 
a few short months, an expense for demobilization which it was impossible to foresee. 

'THEN, too, besides the sentimental aspect of the necessity for bringing the men

for the people to see to it that they 
did not regard it lightly to their own 
condemnation. 

Regarding the home movement, "he 
speaker spoke of the good old days 
of /family worship, and Sunday ob 
servance, which were all too often 
looked on as old fashioned and 
strait laced notions, and unsuited to 
these rushing times, but the observ¬ 
ance of which had put the followers 
thereof, in the forefront of the world’s 
best men and created great nations, 
for the simple reason that whoso 
honoreth the Lord, shall himself ob¬ 
tain favor of the Lord. Proceeding 
further he said that regarding this 
same thing he had a serious charge 
to lay -against many Western parents 
They had been brought up in godly 
homes, either hi the Old Land or in 
the East, where the Sabbath was kept 
as God had commended it should be, 
and where church attendance was not 
a prefunctory affair, only to be con¬ 
sidered if you had nowhere else to go 
that day,—and yet despite this know 
ledge these parents were alowing their 
boys and girls to grow up like the 
weeds on the prairie,—just anyhow 
and later these boys and girls would 
have to face the evils and trials of 
city life, or of any kind of life, with¬ 
out the moral and religious training 
which was- their due, to act as a guide 
and council when hard pressed by 
the temptations ana sorrows of life- 
He pleaded that we give our lads 
and lasses a square deal in this mat 
ter. 

Regarding the forward movement 
necessary innecessary In our concep 
lion of duty to each other and the 
world he took a map of the world and 
showed by it that by far the greater 
part of the world had no knowledge of 
God, or his son Jesus Christ. He said 
the day for men sneering at foreign 
missions was past, since in the titanic 
struggle against the lust of Prussian 
world conquest, the sons of Africa", of 
China, of India, and of Japan left their 
homes to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the men of Angjlo Saxon and 
Latin race on the fields of France and 
Flandertf. “They were good enough 
to die for us, surely the least that we 
could do was to give inem knowledge 
of the best thing we we had, viz. a 
knowledge of the truth as it is in 
Jesus. “But, continued the speaker 
‘Before we can do that we must have 
men, and more men for the ministry 
The men of the Orient are showing 
a phenominal interest in the religion 
of Jesus Christ. The harvest is ripe 
but the laborers are few,“ He struck 
a grave note of warning when he re 
minded us that “the unchristianized 
nations by reasons of their vast pre 
ponderance of population were jj^men- 
ace-to the world, and for our own safe 
ty if for no other reason, it was our 
duty to ipresent Christs ideals before 
them, in the interests of world peace. 

He warned us not *o delude our¬ 
selves with the idea that the great 
Anglo-Soxon nations could not be 
brought down to defeat, by Oriental 
or other power. In the same manner 
did Rome, and Greece boast in their 
day, but by losing grip of the vital 
issues of life, by allowing moral de¬ 
generacy to weaken the sinews of the 
nation, they fell ensy prey to the at¬ 
tack of a more virile foe.

The money so 
advanced will be paid back; meantime each loan is 
secured by a first mortgage. Up to August 15th, 
29,495 soldiers had applied for land under the terms 
of this Act; and 22,281 applications had been investi¬ 
gated, and the, qualifications of the applicant approved. 
For this purpose Canada this year requires $24,000,000.

The public must necessarily judge 
food very largely by the eye. Green 
colored iapples are difficult to sell, 
even when of fine quality, but a red 
apple will usally bring a good price, 
even though the actual flavor may be 
but little better than a turnip. 

Rice, in order to make it attractive, 
has to be coated with glucose and 
powdered talc, by which it gets its 
fine gloss* 

Butter must be yellow to please the 
purchaser and is therefore frequently 
colored with a yellow dye.. 

On the other hand the public de 
mands wheat flour in as white a form 
as possible and hence it has often 
been bleached to remove its natural 
yellow tint. 

In bulletin No. 43 “The Use of 
Coarse Grains for Human Food” which 
may be had free on application to the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, it is shown that 
wi^h the advance of civilization and 
the improvement of machinery there 
has been a tendency tq discard the 
coarse and^ relatively indigestible sub 
stances in our food, with the result 
that we have reached a stage where 
most people consume too large a pro¬ 
portion or refined material and too 
little of the necessary coarse and. re¬ 
latively indigestible substances. 

Lately, howeveji*, 'people have be 
come alarmed and action has begun 
against what may fairly be called 
‘over purification of foods’. 

The object of the new bulletin is 
two-fold; first t<S show to the farmers 
generally how they can become more 
nearly self-sufficient as far as the 
food supply for themselves and their 
family is concerned, an<! second to 
pojnt ou\ for the benefit of other 
classes of people some ways of e» 
nomizing in the cost oftheir food, and 
at the same time improving the whole- 
I someness of their diet.
